ROSTON, June 2---A Seattle 

businessman inadvertently 
crashed a top secret White 
dtouse meeting at the height 
of the Berlin crisis of 1961, 
Jrierre Salinger, who was Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s press secretar 
said today. 

Mr. Salinges described the in- 
cident as the worst security

tional Security Council plans 
for the defense of Western acy 
cess to Berlin at a time when 
Soviet air power threatened a 
confrontation. 

The visitor went unnoticed, 
and toward the end of the 
meeting President Kennedy 
went up to him, patted his 
knee and wistfully confided,
